from giving the leaſt ſeeming Colour for a 
Ground to build bis Fozgerp on, that in the

plain Scripture, which ſpeaketh of Chrift 
formed in the Saints ;, ſo Chriſt formed in the 
Saints is the precious Frujt or Produt#, which 
he himſelf, as he is that Eternal and Divine 
Word, bringeth forth in them : But the Work 
of Sanitification, is the Effet of Chriſt thus for- 
med, and not Chriſt himſelf, unleſs we ſpeak 
m touymically, as when the Cauſe is ſometimes 
called by the Name of the Effet; as, when 
Paul ſaid, That he, to wit, Chriſt, is made unto 
us Wiſdom, Righteouſneſs, Santtijication,  &c. 
Thus, Reader, having briefly cleared my ſelf

Concluſion therefore 1s, according to 7. #*s 
Logick, that T. Hicks is an aſs, a Hogle, &c. 
But true Logick, and indeed true Underltanding 
as we are Men, teacheth us, Thar it is not the 
Agreement of ſome, but of all eſſentiai or ne- 
ceflary Attributes, that make Two to be one 
and the ſame Thing. Now though ſome things 
May be ſaid in common, both ot the Soul and 
the Seed; yet other things cannot : As, the Soul 
Is Corruptible,. can and doth Sin z but the Seed of 
God is Incorruptible, finneth- not, nor can Sin; 
therefore the one is not the other. But that

Another Inſtance I ſhall give of his Weakneſs 
and Shallowneſs in another of his Reaſonings a- 
gain!t G. F. as where he thus reaſoneth pag. 

But if every ſpiritual Subſtance be 
Infinite in it ſelf ( as Fox concludeth ) then either 
there. are no Angels, or Angels are no ſpiritual Sub- 
ſtances ;, 0 if they be ſpiritual Subſtances, they are 
no Creatures, but Infinite in themſelves ; and con- 
ſequently, as many Angels as there are, ſo many 
Gods there muſt be,
